C. C. Darby, Social Security dis­ 
trict manager with offices in Co­ 
lumbus, reported today that 578 re­ 
tired workers in Pickaway County 
were getting monthly old-age bene­ 
fit payments at the end of 1955. 
In addition, 506 people in this 
county were receiving monthly 
benefits as dependents 
of old- 
age beneficiaries or as survivors 
of workers who had died. In the 
country as a whole, the number 
of persons receiving old age and 
survivors insurance benefits in­ 
creased by nearly 1.1 million in 
1955, 16 percent more than at the 
end of 1954. 
Nation-wide, there were almost 
413 million retired workers receiv­ 
ing old-age benefits at the end ot 
1955, and an additional 3‘a million 
dependent and s u r v i v o r bene­ 
ficiaries — wives, husbands, chil­ 
dren. mothers, aged widows, wid- 
ow’ers and parents. 
In 
Pickaway 
County, 
retired 
workers 
were 
receiving 
$31.332 
monthly in Social 
Security 
pay­ 
ments as 1955 came to a 
close. 
Darby said. Dependents of old-age 
beneficiaries or survivors of work­ 
ers who had died were getting 
$16,465 a month in Pickaway Coun­ 
ty at the end of the year. 


D ARBY SAID that in the nation 
as a whole today, over half of the 
non-working aged people are eli- [ 
gible for monthly benefits 
under 
the Social Security program, and 
that in the years ahead the propor­ 
tion will steadily increase. This, he 
said, will result primarily from the 
extension of coverage under t h e 
1954 amendments to approximately 
10 million more working people- 
including most of the nation's farm 
population. 
Children made up a large group 
of beneficiaries in Pickaway Coun­ 
ty in 1955, 231 of them were receiv­ 
ing monthly b e n e f i t s 
totaling 
$7.070 at the end of the year. Most 
of them vvere rurvivors of an in­ 
sured father or mother who had 
died, but some were the m i n o r 
children of retired workers receiv­ 
ing old-age benefits. 
If the child of a retired or de­ 
ceased person is entitled to month­ 
ly payments, the child’s 
mother 
may also be entitled to benefits, re­ 


gardless of her age. In Pickaway 
County at the end of 1955, 35 wid­ 
owed mothers who wore caring for 
child beneficiaries were receiving
